b.  Weather  at  the  timei  As  reported  by  Mountain  Home  Air  Force 
Base  for  II30  PST  was  scattered  clouds  at  five  (3)  thousand  feet,  Tisi- 
bllity  thirty  (30)  miles. 


o.  Names,  occupations,  and  addresses  of  witnesses!  The  only

e.  Sketches  of  object's  configuration!  The  objects  were  delta 
wings  with  no  protrusions.  The  angle  of  the  apex  as  reported  by^B^Mfll 
was  between  thirty  (30)  and  forty-fiee  degrees  with  the  base  of  the 
triangle  being  a slightly  ourTsd  convex. 


f.  Objects  sighted! 

(1)  Number!  Seven  (7)  objects  were  sighted  flying  in 
V formation.

Shap^^^^addition  to  the  description  in  paragraph 
le  ^^URMlPboted  a dark  circular  structure  where 
the  pilot  normally  sits.  The  leading  edge  of  this 
dark  circular  structure  was  approxiomitely  one-fourth 
(1^)  the  distance  from  the  apex  of  the  delta  wing 
to  the  rear.  This  dark  circular  structure  was 
noted  ^mt  the  time  was  below  the  objects.

(li)  Colon  Darker  than  normal  aluminum  skin  and  not  shiny 
Mr.  ^BBVreported  the  surface  seemed  to  be  between  a 
light  gray  and  a dirty  white  with  no  markings  or  dif- 
fusion of  color. 


(^)  Speeds  Peatar  than  an  P-3I  and  estimated  by  Mr , 
to  be  at  least  six  (6)  hundred  miles  per  hour. 

(6)  Eeadlnsi  Ur.^VH^reported  that  when  first  sighted 
the  formation  was  heading  approximately  three  (3) 
hundred  degrees.  The  formation  passed  by  him  and  then 
made  a one  hundred  and  eighty  (idO)  degree  turn  to 
approximately  one  hundred  and  twenty  (120)  degrees. 

(7)  Uaneuwerablllty I Mr.  reported  that  no  maneu'vers 

were  noted  other  than  the  one  hundred  and  eighty  (IdO) 
degree  turn.  The  objeots  did  not  appear  to  bank  during 
the  turn.  Hhen  the  objects  ware  first  sighted  and 
before  the  one  hundred  and  eighty  (160)  degree  turn  was 
made,  the  outer  wing  surfaoes  appeared  to  move  slightly. 

(8)  Altitudes  Ur.  ^HH^teported  the  formation  between 
eight  (8)  thousand  five  (3)  hundred  ano  ten  (10) 
thousand  feet.  When  the  forsoation  was  first  sighted 
Mr.  Iflii^vas  cruising  at  ten  (10)  thousand  feet  and 
the  objeots  were  slightly  below  and  one-fourth  (l/4) 

of  a mile  to  the  left  of  his  position.  When  the  forma- 
tion made  the  one  hundred  and  eighty  (ISO)  degree  turn 
Hr*  lifli^^desoended  to  eight  (8)  thousand  five  (3) 
hundred  feet  and  was  below  the  formation  when  they  oaoe 
back. 


(9)  Sounds  No  sound  was  noted  from  the  formation. 

*(10)  Exhaust  trail  or  nots  No  exhaust  trail  was  visible. 

g.  General  remarkss  Ur.  ^9^was  enroute  from  Burley,  Idaho, 
to  Nampa,  Idaho,  in  a Cub  Cruiser  when  the  objeots  were  sighted.  V/hen 
the  formation  was  first  sighted  they  were  going  in  approximately  the 
sasia  direction  as  Ur.  4i^^Blknd  were_approximately  one-fourth  (I/4)  pf  a 
mile  to  his  left  and  below.  Ur.^llflPlwas  cruising  at  ten  (10)  thousand 
feet  at  this  time.  He  observed  the  formation  until  it  made  the  one 
hundred  and  eighty  (1^)  degree  turn  at  which  time  Ur.^H^ftdesoended 
in  his  aircraft  and  nde  a ninety  (90)  degree  turn  to  the  left  in  an 
effort  to  intercept  the  formation.  He  was  able  to  get  belowthe  level  of 
the  formation  at  eight  (8)  thousand  five  (3)  hundred  feat  at  which  time 
he  noticed  the  dark  circular  bulge  on  the  bottom  side  of  the  objeots. 
Because  of  their  speed  the  flying  objeots  soon  became  lost  from  the 
sight  of  who  prooeededo^tph^  destination.

Dear  Sir: 

Itiis  letter  is  to  inform  you  of  possible  aircraft  over  Lewiston 
last  night.  It  is  probably'  useless  information  but  after  reaoing 
the  Associated  Press  report  of  a Boise  pilot  seeing  "flying  objects" 
over  southern  Idaho  j'esterday,  I decided  to  send  you  this  report 
anyway. 

I am  a weather  observer  at  the  V/eather  Bureau  Office  at  the  Lewiston 
Uunicipal  Airport.  Was  on  duty  yesterday  from  16^X)P  to  2400P. 

About  231(^  I went  outside  to  see  if  there  were  any  clouds  in  the 
sky.  The  sky  was  clear.  As  I was  about  to  go  back  inside  I heard 
a faint  noise.  It  soiuided  like  a formation  of  several  aircraft 
at  high  altitude  west  of  the  airport.  The  noise  increased  and 
decreased  in  volume  intemittently^as  if  they  were  circling.  After 
about  five  minutes  of  this  the  noise  faded  gradually  and  I returned 
to  the  office.  .<hile  listening  I was  also  looking  for  aircraft 
lights  but  saw  none.  If  there  were  any  it  prbably  v/ould  have  been 
easy  to  miss  them  against  the  baekgt^ound  of  b.ight  stars,  and  as 
I said  before,  the  noises  seemed  to  come  from  a high  altitude. 

I have  told  nobody,  except  in  this  letter,  about  what  I heard  and 
do  not  intend  to  tell  anybody.  Also  I will  not  tell  anybody  about 
this  letter.

10,000  feet  U5L  altitude,  with  a heading  of  270  degrees,  ten  (10)  miles  from 
Ut  Home,  Idaho,  when  he  sighted  seven  (7)  flying  objects  at  about  7 o’clock, 
(nose  of  his  plane  used  as  12  o'clock  for  this  reference,)  fl>i.ng  a parallel 
course,  but  about  $00  feet  lower.  For  an  instan^<JH^.~aid  he  believed  the 
objects  to  be  F-5l'a  or  A-26's,  On  second  glance, said  he  knew  that  they 
were  nothing  that  he  had  ever  seen  before*  The  objects  overtook  his  aircraft, 
passing  on  his  left  (south  side)  at  about  1500  feet  distance,  at  approximately 
500  feet  lower,  or  9500  feet  MSL  altitude.
